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Grain  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  July-October  period  with  the 
October  average  showing  a  mixed  trend  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  Wheat,  rye 
and  soybean  prices  the  first  three  weeks  of  October  averaged  below  a  year  ago 
while  the  other  grains  were  higher.  Record  exports  of  com  and  soybeans  were 
strengthening  factors.  Com  and  soybean  carryover  stocks  were  both  above  last 
year  but  below  average.  October  1  wheat  stocks  were  the  smallest  for  that  date 
since  1957. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  at  the  principal  Midwest  markets  advanced  an  average  of 
6^  per  bushel  from  July  to  October  reflecting  a  good  export  demand  and  a  tight 
holding  policy  on  the  part  of  producers,  October  prices  of  soft  white  wheat  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest  and  durum  wheat  at  Minneapolis  were  below  the  July  average. 
At  the  third  week  of  October,  ndaeat  prices  ranged  from  3^  to  20^  above  the 
effective  support  level  with  the  hard  winter  and  spring  wheat  at  the  higher 
level  in  relation  to  support  and  soft  red  at  the  lower  level.  Stocks  of  wheat 
in  all  positions,  October  1,  totaled  1.8  billion  bushels,  100  million  less  than 
a  year  earlier.  Of  these  953  million  were  either  owned  by  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  or  under  loan.  Farmers  put  122  million  bushels  of  1964-crop  wheat 
Tinder  price  support  through  September  30  —  7  million  more  than  last  year. 
July-September  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  180  million,  or  9  million  more 
than  a  year  ago.  Wheat  supplies  in  Canada  for  1964-65  total  about  1.1  billion 
bushels,  a  drop  of  154  million  from  1963-64.  A  record  world  wheat'  crop  of  9 
billion  bushels  for  1964-65  is  660  million  more  than  the  year  before. 

RYE  . . .  prices  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  October  averaged  2i   per 
bushel  above  July  but  2Qi</,   below  October  1963.  The  lower  prices  reflect  in  part 
the  larger  supplies  and  the  smaller  disappearance.  Stocks  of  lye  on  October  1 
totaled  30  million  compared  with  23  million  a  year  earlier.  First  quarter 
disappearance  of  a  little  below  10  million  was  3  million  less  than  last  year. 
Exports  of  1.3  million  were  down  by  1  million  bushels.  Amo-unt  remaining  for 
feed  was  also  well  below  last  year.  Canadian  supplies  of  lye  for  1964-65  of 
nearly  20  million  are  well  above  recent  years. 

CORN  . . .  generally  advanced  during  the  July-September  quarter  reflecting 
heavy  exports  and  good  domestic  demand.  Prices  declined  seasonally  in  October 
but  generally  averaged  3iZ^  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago.  The  1964  corn  crop  was 
forecast  at  3,564  million  bushels  on  October  1.  If  realized,  this  would  be  13 
percent  below  last  year's  record.  Cariyover  stocks  of  old  com  on  October  1 
totaled  1.5  billion  bushels  —  164  million  imore  than  last  year  but  130  million 
below  two  years  ago.  Of  the  stocks  this  year,  CCC  either  owned  or  had  out- 
standing -under  loan  1.3  billion  —  110  million  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Dis- 
appearance of  3.9  billion  bushels,  last  season  was  slightly  below  the  previous 
year  despite  record  exports  and  record  wet  process  milling.  Exports,  of  com 
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grain  only^  totaled  478  million  v/hile  wet  milling  totaled  195  million  bushels.  The  ^^ 
quantity  fed  was  3.2  billion,  a  drop  of  100  million  from  the  previous  season.  Corn  ^P 
fed  per  animal  \niit  totaled  18.8  bushels  last  season  compared  with  19.2  in  1962-63 
and  18.4  the  1957-61  average. 

QA.TS  . . .  prices  at  Chicago  and  Mnneapolis  averaged  2^  per  bushel  below  a  year 
earlier  the  first  quarter  of  the  season  but  in  October  were  1-2^'  higher.  Oats  stored 
in  all  positions  on  October  1  totaled  88^  million  bushels  —  the  smallest  in  the  20 
years  of  record.  July-September  disappearance  of  325  million  v/as  I4  million  more 
than  last  year  due  to  heavier  feeding.  Exports  of  1,6  million  v/ere  half  those  of  a 
year  ago  and  sharply  belov/  average,  Canadian  supplies  of  533  million  bushels  for 
1964-65  are  70  million  below  last  season, 

BARLEY  , . .  prices  at  the  farm  averaged  3^   per  bushel  above  a  year  ago  for  the 
first  quarter  of  the  season.  October  barley  prices  on  the  \7est  Coast  were  at  about 
last  year's  level  but  v/ere  sharply  above  last  year  at  Ivlinneapolis ,  October  1  stocks, 
at  401  million  v/ere  6  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  First  quarter  disappearance  of 
123  million  v/as  up  slightly  from  last  year  reflecting  increased  feeding.  Exports  of 
10  million  were  below  last  year  while  alcohol  usage  was  about  the  same.  Canadian 
barley  supplies  for  1964-65  totaled  282  million  —  28  million  less  than  for  1963-64, 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  at  the  farm  for  July-September  averaged  5^  per  cwt, 
above  a  year  ago.  Market  prices  the  first  three  weeks  of  October  were  12;^  above  last 
year.  Supplies  for  1964-65  total  636  million  cvrt.  as  against  693  million  for  1963-64, 
The  October  forecast  of  273  million  cvrt,  is  54  million  belov/  the  1963  crop.  Carryover 
stocks  of  363  million  cvrt.  were  only  slightly  belov;  last  year.  Disappearance  of 
330  million  cvrt,  in  1963-64  compares  \n.±h   289  million  the  previous  season.  Exports 
of  60  million  v/ere  3  million  cvrt,  less  than  a  year  earlier, 

SOYBEANS  . . .  prices  for  July-September  averaged  5^  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago 
due  in  part  to  larger  supplies  and  smaller  crushings.  Prices  the  first  three  vreeks 
of  October  were  3^  below  October  1963,  Supplies  of  soybeans  for  1964-65  total  730 
million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  the  October  estimate  of  production  and  the  carryover 
stocks.  The  I964  crop  of  699  million  is  dovm  1  percent  from  last  year  but  October  1 
stocks  of  32  million  v/ere  tv/ice  those  of  a  year  earlier,  Crushings  of  441  million 
bushels  of  soybeans  last  season  v/ere  34  million  below  the  record  of  1962-63,  A 
record  of  193  million  bushels  of  soybeans  v/ere  exported  last  season  —  13  million 
above  1962-63, 

FIAXSEED  . . .  prices  at  Mixmeapolis  averaged  4;zf  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago  the 
first  quarter  of  the  season  and  in  October  v/ere  14i^  above  last  year.  Stocks  on 
October  1  of  33  million  were  3  million  belov/  last  year  but  26  percent  above  average. 
First  quarter  crushings  of  5.6  million  and  exports  of  3.4  million  v/ere  well  above 
1963  and  the  average. 

NOTE:  Data  on  stocks,  production  and  seed  usage  from  Crop  Reporting  Board; 
imports,  exports,  quantity  milled  or  processed  from  Census  Bureau;  and  alcohol  usage 
from  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Production  and  stocks  for  1963  and  I964  are  preli- 
minary. July-September  1964  data  are  partly  estimated.  Since  the  statistics  are 

preliminary  and  subject  to  revision  and  represent  data  reported  by  several  

independent  sources,  no  attempt  is  made  to  force  a  balance  between  supply  and  report^B 
disappearance .
